Claims 1-16 as filed have been subjected to a Restriction/Election Requirement. 

Claims 1-16 have been canceled by the present amendment. New 
Claims 17-48 have been added by the present amendment. No new matter has 
been added. Therefore, upon entry of present Amendment, Claims 17-48 will 
be pending in the subject application. 

Claim Amendments 
Original claims 1 through 16 have been canceled by the present 
amendment. 

New Claims 

New claims 17-32 have been added by the present amendment. 
Support for new claims 17-32 can be found in the specification and claims as 
originally filed. For example, support for new claims 17-32 also can be found 
on page 5, lines 11-24, of the specification as filed, in which Alzheimer's 
disease is recited as a disease state that can be treated. No new matter has 
been added. 

New claims 33-48 also have been added by the present preliminary 
amendment. Support for new claims 33-48 can be found in the specification 
and claims as originally filed. More particularly, support for new claims 33-48 
can be found on page 5, lines 11-24, of the specification as filed, in which 
diabetes is recited as a disease state that can be treated. No new matter has 
been added. 

Applicants respectfully submit that new Claims 17-48 are in condition for 
allowance and respectfully request the same.
